Japanese Troops i 
Port Arthur Ag 


The Japanese inflicted a deieat 
on the Russians near Anja and 
Ping Yang. The troops of both 
najions-are in bad shape. Japan 
explains why she began hostilities. 
Port Arthur seems to be cut off 
from communications. 


Tokio, March 1—Reports issued 
by the Japanese war cflice state 
that the Russian cavalry has been 
defeated near Anju and Ping Yang 
and that consequently the resiclents 
of that part of Corep are working 
as usual, 


London, March 1.—The corres- 
pondent of the Reuter Telegrain 
Company wires that Russian offi- 
cials confirm the report that ten 
thousand Russian soldiers have 
been permanently untitted for ser- 
vice by being frost bitten. 


. London, March 1.—The Daily 
Mail Chemulpo cable, uncensored, 
says “The Japanese troops in 
Corea and Manchuria are in bad 
shape. Disease and cold has cauz- 
ed the death of many horses, aud 
provisions have gone low. Con- 
trary to all reports Japan lost a 
larg cruiser in the second attack 
on Port Arthur. 


St. Petersburg, March, 1.— By 
March 20th the Russian army of 
occupation in the far east will con- 
sist of 12,300 infantry, 16,000 Cos- 
sacks, 5,000 artillery, 8,000 enyine- 
ers, and 25000 railway guarns aud 
17,7000 in all. 


London, March, 2.—No confic-}, 


mation of the report publislicd 
yesterday in the Daily Telezraph 
that the Japs had bombarded Vort 
Arthur, Feb. 29th, has been receiv. 
ed from any point. The wires 
from the scene of war have been 
practically sile.t tor the past 24 
hours and in some instances this 
silence is suppcseed to indicate 
that the Japanese great attack on 
Port Arthur is actually in progress 
and that consequently the use of 
the wires has been discontinued. 
In a despatch from Shanghai a 
correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph reports that the Japanese 
military authorities object to the 
installation of wireless telegraph 
apparatus on newspaper despatch 
boate. 


St. Petersburg, March, 1.—The 
sigtificant absence of official news 
from Port Arthur today is taken 
to indicate that there is a great 
battle going on and that perhaps 
the Japs have lauded and cut the 
telegraph wires. The greatest un- 
easiness is felt by military and 
naval authorities who have receiv- 
ed information that the Jans were 
ordered to attack Port Arthur in 
foree today and endeavor to land 
troops under cover of the guns of 


the fleet. Should the Japs have |
